Missionary Tells Graphic 

Story of Rescue Fx-om Japs 



BDIIL, March 31— Mr. and Mrs, 
0. E. Rudy received a letter from 
the bonrd of forelsn missions of the 
PicsbytcrlMi church, a composite 
message from tho various rclcAscd 
missionaries from the Los Banos 
camp, Philippines, which tells how 
tho miraculous release was nccam- 
pllshed. 

Mr. and Mrs, Rudy's daughlcr. 
Morgnrcl Rudy LaPorle. wife ot th< 
Rev. OUio LnPortc, who was serv- 
ing with her husband as a mission- 
afy In tho PhlUpptocs at the tlma 
ot the Jop occupation, was Interned 
in both Bnnto Tomos and Los Bo- 
nos, behig In the latter. camp at the 
time of Ubeiatlon. 

Various excepts from the letter 
reod as follows: 

"We hod luat bciwx a meager 
breokfast from rice, which 
hulled the day before, when 
m. paratroops landed below Uu 
camp. Soon other troops and guer- 
lllos closed In on all oides of the 
camp, ly,illtta whined thiouah our 
cubicles, and our men on the eutAlde 
engaged the Japanese garrison. 
Safe in Sanctuary 

Then word came we must prepare 
lo leave wtthln'hnlf on hour. Ad tho 
names from the humlns barracks 
roged about us we mode our way U 
the amphibian tractors which await- 
ed us, from which we were brought 
by army trucks to this sanctuary 
with tho oimy. Wo, like many others 
have lost all except the clothing we 
wear, but rejoice to be alive. . ." 

"^e Jape started on a system of 
starvation. The loat two days wo 
gat one pound of palny, which we 
hod to grind as best 'Ke could, and 
a thin watery vcKCiablo soup. The 
Japs would not let thtags come Into 
camp— and two men who tried to 
get food wero brutally murdered. 
The last week someone died every 
da; iTom malnutrition.

■Todfly 1 tasted sugar for the first 

me since early October, and milk 
for the lint time In six months. 

"Several ot our missionary friends 
who were up In years died of beri- 
beri and starvation. Most of us have 
betlberl, to a varying degree. My 
eyes and legs swell every day. but 
are better In the mornings. We 
thank Qod and our boys for deliv- 
erance from alow starvation and 
death.

A phenomenon almost beyond understanding la the 
exhibition of farm orginiiatloiis in many parta of 
the country actively promoting government ownership 
of power. It Is doubtful it tho Individual farmer 
himself really favors eueh socltllutlon of Industi?. 
If the government Is to go Into business to savo 
10 consumer money by producing the necessities ol 
life at cost, the place to start would ba In farming. 
According to a chart In the February B Luus of the 
United Statea News, the price dI .food Increoacd 47 
per cent from August. 103O, (o December, 1014, as 
compared with an average rise of IBS per cent lor 
all items In the cost ot living. Electdclty, In most 
communities, hoi actually gone dawn In price during 
the tame period. 

Tlie covemment has spent hundreds of mlHlons of 
dollars at Orand Coulee, for example, to create a srcat 
hydroelectrlo plant and Irrigation water for upwards 
of 3,000,000 acres of land. If wa ue to have socialized 
power Jrom this vast tax expenditure, why not Have 
govommenl-operatod fsnns on the land which tho 
government plans to Irrigate. In order to provide the 
public food at cost, thereby saving (ho average family 
many doUara a month?
